HAVE CHILDREN A DUTY TO PARENTS? 


| was about eighteen when I first daringly 

formulated the opinion that parents, 
having brought their children into the 
world, had a duty to them, and that the 
duty of children to parents was a very 
questionable doctrine. Now I am older 
and (I hope) wiser, and my attitude to 
this question is somewhat modified. But 
not in essentials, and to my delight I met 
the other day a well-known Lrish writer, 
the ~father of a grown family, whio 
remarked emphatically, ‘“‘ It’s nonsense to 
talk about a child’s duty to his parents. 
It’s the other way about. I consider that 
it is | who owe a duty to my son.” 

It is difficult in theory, and still more 
go In practice, to strike the exact balance 
between two duties of this kind. It can 
hardly be disputed that in a child’s early 
years the parents have a duty to discharge. 
But when the child grows to manhood or 
womanhood what then? á 

My own feeling is that the duty of the 
child depends on and springs from the 
proper performance of the parents’ duty 
to him. . If that has gone wrong a tangle 
ensues which can seldom be _ happily 
solved—the result 
children grown to maturity are happier 
away from home, out of reach of demands 
they cannot spontaneously fulfil. 


BEING “CONSIDERATE ” 


To take a specific example. Children 
are expected to be ‘‘ considerate ” of their 
parents, and this demand for performance 
of a duty is too often sprung on them with- 
out explanation. Mother has a headache 
and Mary must do the messages; Mary 
proves good. at this, and gradually more 
and more of her playtime is taken up with 
jobs which make demands on her energy 
beyond what she is fit for. Or father is 
busy in the evenings, and Tom must find 
some amusement that does not involve 
carpentry or questions. 

Parents have to realise that children 
are people with their own lives to live: 
their affairs are just as important to them 
as ours are to us, Grown-ups arg stronger, 
and they are in power. Therefgre, to stop 
a child’s game merely because ft is annoy- 
ing is a form of cowardice and bullying. 
On the other hand. it is folly to give into 
children slavishly either “ for the sake 
of peace ” or because of the outrageously 
false theory that children can only develop 
naturally and fully if they are never 
thwarted or suppressed. | 

There are times when interference is im- 
perative—if the child is damaging other 
people s property by sawing at the dining- 
room table, for instance, or cutting out 
doll’s clothes from a tablecloth. But 
scolding is not necessary. As a rule, there 
is no naughtiness in such proceedings, 
merely a desire to imitate grown-up 
activities Daddy saws wood, why not 
Tommy? Mother cuts out clothes, why 
should not Mary do the same? 


A REMEDY 


The explanation that the table or the 
tablecloth is our property and we do not 
want it damaged should be followed by 
a remedy—give the child wood it can saw, 
material it can cut up. A mere “ taboo ” 
is harmful; equally enjoyable occupation 
should always be suggested, 

It is not reasonable to expect a child 
to respect other people’s property if it 
has none of its own which to respect, or 
to consider other people’s feelings when 
its own are consistently violated or 
ignored. All children should have a room 
or corner of their own, where they can 
keep their belongings and make as much 
mess and row as they like. Then when 
parents want quiet they can justly send 
the children to their own room or the 
garden (and, by the way, a hut in the 
garden, that can be heated when necessary, 
is the ideal play-room). 

In the play-room silence should never 
be enforced (unless in cases of serious 
illness), since it is as normal for a child 
to be restless and noisy as it is for an 
adult to be sedate and quiet. To be 
scrupulously fair (one of parents’ first

their room, we must either join in their 
games or go away. 


NEATNESS PAYS 


Similarly we can enforce our demand 
that if children find our rooms tidy they 
must leave them so, though they are 
free to leave their own -quarters as they 
like. They will soon find that neatness 
pays when they find that otherwise toys 
get lost or broken. 

Again, if parents are entitled to con- 
sideration, so are brothers and sisters. 
Children must learn to respect. each 
other’s . feelings and property. They 
should be encouraged, but never forced to 
a gor and toys. But each should 

ve his own private belongings and a 
special shelf, box or cupboasd, to. keep 
them in, with complete right of owner- 
ship. Nearly always children, when not 
forced to do so, will lend their belongings 
quite freely and cheerfully. 

When quarrels arise parents, instead of 
dismissing the problem with an impatient 
command, should arbitrate as reasonably 
as they would between two adults. If 
Tom has been. lent Mary’s wheelbarrow 
and broken it once through carelessness, 
Mary is quite justified in refusing to lend 
it to him again until he gives proof of 
becoming ‘more careful. To tell Mary 
that she should be “ kind and generous ”’ 
is doing a double injury—Mary wil] feel 
the imjustice rankle, Tom will not have 
had a lesson in being considerate. And 
both will begin to develop a quite un- 
dutiful feeling towards the offending 
parent. Which the parent will richly 
deserve ! a

PREPARING FOR THE SEASON 


HERE is always excitement in the 
tennis world when the first of May 
falls on a Saturday, as it will this year! 
And so we find ourselves with just one 
week to prepare for club openings. 

At first sight the getting ready for the 
big day seems simple, but think a moment 

is it? Even if we ourselves are 
models of carefulness, there are sure to be 
certain members of the household who, 
for peace sake, shall be nameless, who 
have most surely put away their rackets 
last season by just throwing them, unoiled, 
on a top shelf. In order to 
certain amount of calm next week it might 
be well to fish out these neglected rackets 
and see what is to be done about them. 

Rackets can be re-strung for anything 
from 6s. 6d. to 27s. 6d., according to 
requirements. Sports shops will be busy 
this week, so the job will quite probably 
take a few days. That’s why it should 
be seen to at once. 

If finances, or merely ambitions, justify 
a perfectly new racket, even still have 
the old one re-strung and advertise it for 
sale. Some youngster will be far better 
off with your secondhand good one fhan 
with a cheap new one. And the cash 
received will provide new balls to support 
the new racket. 

The inexperienced would do well to note 
that a cheap racket is not good buying. 
Far better borrow or buy an old one that 
has been good than a new one that never 
will be. It is not fair to the beginner to 
expect her to play good tennis, no matter 
how good her teaching, with a poor racket. 
So spend the money and then treat the 
racket as a pearl beyond price. That 
means keeping it in a press when not in 
use, and on no account to play with it in 
the wet. When a racket is being put away 
for any length of time it should first be 
rubbed over with oil. 


“KEEP FIT” 


The slogan “keep fit” is on every 
tongue nowadays, and surely there is no 
surer, nor no more agreeable way to 
achieve it than by playing lots of tennis. 
At the same time, if the muscles are out

season. Start right now in the open air, 
do a few — breathing exercises before 
you start. Take the air in very gently 
and slowly through the nostrils, and 
whistle it- out slowly by the lips. Stand 
up very straight, keeping the shoulders well 
back, and “‘ go’’! Did yon ever realise how 
breathless it would make you, or how soon 
you wonld have to trip and stop? Never 
mind, do a little each day. In spite of 
yourself your staying power will increase, 
and your muscles harden, and so on the 
lst of May you will wallop your poor 
opponent and not feel a bit stiff. after 
the conquest 

This preparatory exercise should be done 
either barefooted or in flat rubber-soled 
shoes, so as to accustom the foot muscles 
to the heelless position. 

Tennis is a sport that requires incessant 
practice, so the hardening-up work, begun 
this week, should be kept up right through 
the season. Get some tennis every day 
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a ball against a wall, using forearm and 
backhand alternately. It 18 a good idea 
to chalk the wall three feet from the 
ground and to see that no ball hits the 
wall under this mark. 


GOOD PRACTICE 


For the town-dwellers who do not possess 
a tennis court there is on the market quite 
a good tennis practice game with a. captive 
ball. This game does not interfere with 
“wall ” practice, since it cannot he played 
solo. The '“' set ” has the great advantage 
of being built for either iúdoor or outdoor 
play. A complete children’s set costs 
6s. 6d. The same in sterner build for 
grown-ups can be had just under four 
times this price. 

There still remains the eternal problem 
—clothes! Let’s begin at the wrong end. 
Shoes. Just as the old dancing shoe 
is a real friend, so, too, with its canvas 
sister. But no shoe can last for ever, 
and so it is hie-ho for the shoe shop. 
Don’t forget to wear a tennis sock when 
you are being fitted, and, however it is 
to be done, never wear really new hoes to 
play games tm—that way blisters he. 
When tennis shoes need cleaning, moisten 
the cleaner, with milk instead of water. 
This will prevent the white stuff rubbing 
off when dry. 

Tennis socks are in plentiful stock at 
the moment; buy them rightaway and 
have them washed. This precaution will 
lengthen their lives, add to their fit, and 
certainly make them very much more com. 
fortable. Of course, you have heard of 
the dear old lady who for sake of smart- 
ness. bought tennis socks. She did not 
find them very comfortable, however, 
because she insisted on hitching them to 
ordinary suspenders ! 

The one-day cleaners will be kept extra 
busy during the tennis season with 
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headaches, “ jumpiness,” jarred 
nerves and fading energy.

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MAY DAY 
TO-MORROW 
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LETS GO A-JUNKETING

May Day was Junket day for our an- 
cestors. Even to-day in Devon and Cornish 
villages, and in remote parts of the 
Northern isles, May Day will usher in the 
‘‘ junketings,’’ those traditional links with 
our pastoral past, when old and young 
would go to the woods a-Maying. 

Many old en. still can remember 
those-happy May Days when, early in the 
morning, folks went to the woods, cut 
down their maypole, decked it with 
garlands, and bore it back in triumph to 
the village green, where later the old 
dances were performed. 

The derivations of “ junketing,”’ even 
the name, are lost in the mists of 
antiquity. There) seems to have been a 
belief that the bgt junket was made in 
May. Cows thatlhad grazed on the new 
spring grass were thought to provide 
richer milk, ahd, consequently, the 
junket made from such milk was pre- 
sumed to be more appetising. Lest this 
was not so, our ancestors sometimes gave 
to the May Day junkets considerable 
lacings of rum. 

Recent dietetic research has proved 
that these old-time ‘‘ junketeers,’’ in 
company with Little Miss Muffet, were 
certainly right in “ junketing ” to health. 
Only the other day the Ministry of Agri- 
culture called attention to the Advisory 
Committee on Nutrition’s report, in which 
the food value of whey is emphasised. 

There has lately been a considerable 
revival in junket-eating. “Last year more 
than a hundred million pints were eaten 
in England and Scotland. The introduc- 
tion of fruit-flavoured junket essences has 

iven the dish a new glamour. Proof of 
its. dietetic value is provided by the fact 
that dozens of leading hospitals have 
adopted Little Miss Muffet’s dish as one 
of ud finest ways for giving a patient 
milk. 

All the virtues of milk are the virtues 
of junket, with the added virtue that

However, better late than never, for this 
is the season to which every cook looks 
forward; when new potatoes, delicious 
baby carrots, spring greens and tender 
lettuces make their appearance in the 
greengrocers’ windows. 

We are noted for our haphazard 
way of cooking vegetables, and it is time 
we redeemed our reputation. The deli- 
cate flavour of young vegetables can only 
be brought out to theffull if care is taken 
in the preparation. Here are a few hints: 


New POoratoes. 


Have ready a pan half full of boiling; 
salted water, to which a squeeze of lemon 
juice has been added. Choose potatoes of 
a similar size and scrape them, place in 4 

an and boil steadily for 15 to 20 minutes. 
Nest with a fork to see if they are cooked 
right through. Strain off the water. 
Place a‘ few dabs of butter and a tea- 
spoonful of chopped parsley in the pan 
with the potatoes, and shake gently over a 
very low flame for a minute. Turn into 
a hot dish and serve. 


PoratTo SaLap. 


Choose fairly small new potatoes, and 
boil as shown above, but do not add the 
butter and parsley. Allow to get cold. 


a pint of milk and warm slowly until it is 
if won agam hot.

Scrape the carrots and place them in a 
thick stewpan or casserole with half a 
pint .of water, one teaspoonful of sugar

PUBLICATIONS IN IRISH 

The Right Rev. F. W. 8. O'Neill (Man- 
churia), Moderater of the General Assembly, 
presided last night at the 1ó1st annual meet- 
ing of the Hibernian Bible Society in the 
Dawson Hall, Dublin, 

The Rev. L. L. Sullivan, M.A., Deputation 
Secretary, read the introduction to the 121st 
annual report, which stated that the circula- 
tion in Irish was 336, as against 306 in the 
previous year. 87,872 Bibles, Testaments and 
portions had been circulated in this country; 
45,241 copies were circulated by the col- 
porteur societies in Ireland in the Douay 
version, which was read and used by their 
Roman Catholic brothers and sisters. That 
was practically three times what it was thirty 
years ago. (Applause.) There had been a 
very big increase during the last five or six

PRESERVATION OF 
GAME 


Lg 


The forty-sixth annual report of the Irish 
Game Protection Association, which was read 
at .the annual meeting in Dublin yesterday 
(at which: ex-Senator D..h. Robinson pre- 
sided), recorded that the membership had 
been matmtained, and a moderate increase in 
income realised. 

The Committee, the repert stated, had en- 
deavoured to influence the Government to deal 
with game preservation as of national import- 
ance. The Minister for Lands had stated 
that the general question of preservation of 
game was under consideratton, and the Go- 
vernment hoped to bring the results of their 
investigations into fruition later. Several suc 
cessful prosecutions were carried out in the 
year under review. The (Committee drew 
attention to the inadequate financial support 
it was recerving from sportsmen generally, 
in view of the fact that over 10,000 persons 
take out £2 firearm certificates each ‘year, and 
earnestly appealed for increased support. 

The Earl of Granard was re-elected chair- 
man, with Sir George Franks and Dr. R. R. 
Leeper as vice-chairmen. 

The meeting unanimously adoptéd the de- 
cision of the majority of the vo§ers in a 
recent plebiscite in regard to partyidge, wild 
duck, teal, widgeon, plover and mallard, [n 
the case of partridge 142 voted for Ist to 3lat 
October and in the case of the other birds 
121 voted for 12th August to 3lst January. 
In respect oí woodcock, a resolution was 
passed, with one or two dissentients, “ asking 
the Department to fix the open season fo 
woodcock from list September to 31st January, 
both days inclusive.”’ :

Colburn and Bidder seem to have been 
normal enough in other respects, but 
Jedidiah Buxton, the third of the trio,

A SUNDAY LECTURE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—I have read with deep interest the 
report in your April 26th issue of the lecture 
by Mr. Arnold Fáin at the Dublin Gaiety 
Theatre, and with your permission should 
like to make some comments on it, Í do so 
from the point of view of one who years ago 
passed through a stage of enthusiastic con- 
versionist ardour very like that now inspir- 
ing Mr. Lunn. There was, however, one great 
difference between those days of 30-25 years 
ago and now. In those days Roman Catholic 
propaganda appealed uo the principles of free- 
dom and tolerance; nowadays it is allied to 
Fascism reaction and principles such as that 
“the rifle is a holy weapon’ against op- 
porents. The difference fully accounts for a 
fact Mr. Lunn laments—namely, that in 
England conversions to Catholicism are de- 
creasing and anti-Catholic feeling is harden- 
ing. hat fact is not due to the causes 
Mr. Lunn assigns: jealousy of Italian mili- 
tary or/and diplomatic sucvesses, The set- 
back to Catholicism in Engand is due to the 
widespread feeling thaf Catholicism is tak- 
ing up the bad old weapons of persecution, 
hatred and religious warfare. 

I wonder it did not occur to Mr. Lunn that 
Ireland is a very unsuitable place to’ go to 
to preach such a gospel. Daniel O’Connell, 
in his fight for Emancipation, appealed to 
the principles of freedom-enunciated by the 
French volution. Surely, then, Erin is 
hardly the country logically likely to receive 
the theories of warlike ‘intolerance—unless, 
indeed, it is to be false to its past! 

Mr. Lunn dwells on the atrocities alleged 
to have been committed by the Spanish 
“Left” The truth is, of course, that both 
sides have committed atrocities, but Franco’s 
ure the worse. As I write the news of his 
latest comes to hand:— 

General Franco (a Daily Pxpress staff re- 
porter. says) carried out the most brutal 
bombitig raid of the civil war last night, 
when he completely tted Guernica, 
ancient Basque capital, and three surround- 
ing villages 25 miles from Bilbao. The whole 
countryside for miles was set ablaze, and 
5,000 people were made homeless. Thirty 
German and Italian ‘planes began the bomb- 
ing, and it continued for three hours. More 
than 3,000 bombs were dropped. Total deaths 
are believed to. be more than a thousand. 
The rebel campaign from the start has 
been one of ruthlessness, torture and general 
cruelty. To speak of it as the fight “ of 
those who prefer the rule of law and order ”’ 
is absurd. Is it “law avd order” to de- 
vastate one’s native land? 

Mr. Luann commits himself to a fatal 
fallacy when-ke says that “ the first way 
to meet Communism is by force.” I am not 
a Communist, but an advanced Liberal, 
holding theories largely opposed to Oom- 
munism, It is clear to me, however, that 
the maxim, “ Force first,” is, if legitimate 
at all, applicable all round. Society would 
become a mere dog-fight. Does Mr. Lunn

it with dog-fight “politics? Communism, 
like other theories, is partly right, partly 
wrong. The proper policy is to reason 


things out calmly. Eventually the good will ; they were nullified in practice 


separate itself from the bad by the process 
of rational development. Campaigns of 
force lead only to evil: 

If Mr. Luann will excuse my venturing to 
say so, I think he is missing a valuable op- 
portunity. Catholicism, unfortunately, at 
the present time, has largely allied itself to 
reaction. It is a grave blunder—-like other 
grave blunders in the past, which later were 
repented in unavailing sackcloth and ashes. 
Clever men like Mr. Lunn might be doing 
good, useful work, as Catholics, by opposing 
that harmful* tendency and advocating 
tolerance. What a pity to fniss the chance, 
and, instead, beat the tom-toms of war and 
hatred! Is it really good enough for Mr.

Str,—The interpretation of Spanish colonia! 
history as presented in your columns by Mr, 
K. C. Cahill inspires me to answer, since,«to 
a historian, his presentation of isolated facts 
without their context indicates that he has 
been to considerable effort to show Spain’s. 
beneficent treatment of her colonies by 
examples which are more selective than repre- 
sentative. . He is at great pains to quote an 
edict published by the notoriously impotent 
Council of the Indies at Seville, without men- 
tioning that the Spanish Governors in South 
America ‘did not carry out such laws, and, 
when they did make an effort, were baulked, 
as in the case of the Viceroy Nunez de la 
Vela, by their own gold-crazy troops. As a 
contemporary observer repocted :— 

“Every consideration of “honour and 
humanity was made to yield to the single 
purpose to acquire gold. The soldiers became 
bandits and stole everything . finally 
seized the Indians themselves and sold them 
as slaves.” , 

Mr. Cahill suggests that by the foundation 
of schools and colleges the “Spanish en- 
deavoured to secure the well-being and educa- 
tion of the. natives, but he failed te mention 
the significant- provision in the charters of 
these educational institutions that “all 
zamboes, mulattoes, and other low castes '— 
i.e., all the natives—were forbidden the 
benefits of education, In short, education 
was only for the Spanish conqueror and his 
children, and the foundation of the univer- 
sities was largely in an effort to prevent the 
doughty Spanish conquistadores from runnin 
home to Spain as soon as they had »btaine 
enough gold from the oppressed natives. The 
nature of this education can be understood 
when it is realised that at the end of the 
eighteenth century the University of San 
Marco at Lima had conferred the degrees of 


Master of Arts on six persons, of Doctor of 
Medicine on twelve, of Doctor of Theology on 
one hundred and thirty-four, and of Doctor 
of Civil and Canon Law on one hundred and 
sixty-four. What a preponderance of lawyers 
and theologians ! 

While the Council of the Indies also passed 
edicts against forced labour of the natives, 
As early as 
1574—less than one hundre’ vears after 
Columbus claimed this brave new world for 
Spain—the “intolerable cruelties’’ of the 
Spanish overlords had reduced the native 
population of Espanola from 3,000,000 to 
14,000, and it was in this province that Mr. 
Cahill’s Governor was to exercise his benign 
rule. At least his-audiences could no longer 
be overcrowded. In 1778, when the worst 
features of this slave labour system were 
supposedly abolished, it was estimated that of 
the Indians forced to labour in the silver 
mines of Peru, more than one-third never 
returned, and so general was the expectation 
of death under the beneficent (7?) régime of 
‘the congaistadores that funera! Services and 
general mourning were held before each new 
contingent of native slaves was marched off 
by the Spanish warriors. Mr. Cahill may 
doubtless find some excuse for the fact that 
the indefatigable labour of the Spanish priests 
at least permitted the natives to die with 
Christian fortitude. So terrible were the con- 
ditions i the mines LE oe became a 
commonplace among the unfortunate le. 

Mr. Cahill’s cited instance of mig ecree 
abolishing slavery is; of course, an amiable 
exception, whose frequent violation may be 
judged by the fact that the only external 
trade which in* permitted her colonies, 
during the entire time of their colonial 
period, was the importation of slaves, since 
the rapid decimation of the Indians progressed 
to such a degree that imported labour had to 
-be obtained lest the haughty Spaniard soil: his 
hands with honest labour. 

As regards the respective merits of the 
British and Spanish colonial systems, I per- 
sonally think that nothing more strongly 
justified the British connection with the 
thirteen States on the North Atlantic seaboard 
than the fact that the colonists were able to 
break from the mother country and establish 
an independent State, which immediately took 
rank as one of the major Powers of the world. 
So unprepared were the Spanish colonies for 
self-government that, for instance, in the 
Chilean. Army during that country’s struggle 
for independence, there were only two persons 
of:Chilean birth, O’Higgins and Freyre, fitted 
to hold rank as officers; while the turbulent 
history of the Spanish-American Republics 
since that date has testified to the evil 
heritage of Spanish dictatorship.—Yours, etc.,

CHURCH BUILDING IN 
BELFAST 


_ The scheme for providing money for build- 
ing churches in Belfast was put into opera- 
tion as from the Ist January, 1931. It pro- 
vided for redemption of the joan out of 
allocation account at the rate of £6,000 per 
annum, and it was decided to provide part 
of that £6,000 by suspending interest on the 
investments reserve. The interest amounted 
to £5,440 10s. 4d.; therefore, the additional 
charge on allocation account to provide this

Also since the 1st January, 1931, a great 
number of our securities have been sold or 
redeemed, and we have made large capital 
rofits.

1945, When that time arrives it will be necps- 
sary to consider what annual sum will re- 
quire to be set aside out of income to replace 
the loss of £170,000 which was realised by 
the operation ot the Railways Act of 1933 in 
respect of Great Southern Railways Stocks. 

he Equalisation Fund, which was started 
two years ago, is for the singie purpose of 
providing a minimum surplus of £2,500 a 
year in income, and may be called an income 
reser\e. ‘ 

The total amount of our general invest- 
ments is £9,206.613, and the market value of 
these investments on December 31, 1936, was 
£10,516,293—a total increase cf £1,310,000, 
and in the twelve months of £200,000. 

The net revenue from investments amounted 
to £417,153, and the expenses of administra- 
tion, including the General Synod payments 
and the grant of £3,000 for glebes, architects 
and secretaries amounted to £18,427, £8£0 
less than in 1935, leaving a balance of 
£308,725 to be carried to Allocation Account. 


SURPLUS INCOME 


The credit balance from Income and Ex- 
penses Account was 
sum the Representative Body was liable for the 
sum of £377,495 in regpect of contract 
interest, leaving a surplus on income of 
£21,230. This balance represents the surplus 
income which is at the disposal of the Genera! 
Synod, but the General Svnod has already 
placed certain charges on this balance, which 
eost £24,652. and therefore there was a debit 
balance of £3 522 on allocation account. This 
amount. has been recovered from the auxiliary 
fund. 

The surplus income in 1936 was, I am glad 
to say, £790 better than in 1935. This is 
mainly the effect of the resolutions pene by 
the General Synod in 1936 relative glebes, 
but it is partially due to an improvement in 
the investment income position. During the 
vear we invested or re-invested almost 
£350,000, and were able to secure an average 
vield of £4 Os. 6d from the securities pur- 
chased Though substantially less than the 
average yield, £4 3s. 10d., obtained on the 
£250,000 invested or re-invested in 1935, it,i 
much higher than we had expected to be aD 
to obtain or than we can expect to obtain in 
the immedjate future. 

On many occasions the Representative Body 
has been severely criticised but I- would like 
to point out that its system of finance has 
enabled it to place at the disposal of the 
General Synod between 1914 and 1936 the 
very large sum of £755,000 for many pur- 
poses, which would not have so benefited if 
their scheme of finance had not been that of 
the contract interest system. 

In the year 1926 the receipts for assessment 
amounted to £103,613, an increase of £1,010 
over the amount received in the year 19365, 
and £150 more than was received in the year 
1934 In normal circumstances this would be 
most encouraging. but in view of the depres- 
sion in the farming industry and the high 
cost of living it is most remarkable, and 
shows in a practical way the attachment of 
the people to their Church. 


SUPERANNUATION FUND 


The annuities chargeable on the g 3 
annuation fund on the Ist January, 195/, 
amounted to £32,064, which is about £240 
more than was chargeable on the 1st January, 
1936, and nearly £1,000 more than on the 
ist January, 1 This shows the necessity 
for the increase of 1 per cent in the assess-

SOURCE OF PENSIONS 


The money to provide a perision is derived 
from interest on capital from assessment 
on each clergyman, the responsibility for pay- 
ment of which is on each Diocesan Council, 
The income of the fund is £27,593, of which 
£5,934 is interest on endowments and £21,659 
assessment pafable by the various dioceses. 
The annuities vaid in 1936 amounted to 
£30.674, leaving a debit balance of over 
£2,000, which had to be Ehm” from the 
general funds of the Church. 

Notwithstanding, therefore, that a clergy- 
man can only retire and obtain a pension 
when he is broken down in health, the Clergy 
Superannuation General Fund is not sufficient 
we meet its liabilities If it is the wish of 
the Church of Ireland that clergymen shoild 
he allowed to retire at'a particular age, 
irrespective of their health, there is nothing 
to prevent this being done, provided 
members of the Church of Ireland are willing 
to foot the bill. 

The argument may be used that in a num- 
her of dioceses and, in fact, in most dioceses, 
the clergy themselves contribute nothing of 
the existing assessment. 

Although, however, in a number of cases 
the clergyman does not contribute out of his 
cwn pocket and. the assessment is payable 
from diocesan funds. it must not be over- 
looked that if these funds were not charged 
with this assessment the diocesan funds

would be available ior the purpose of in-- 


creasing smaller stipends where clergymen 
have Jess than the minimum, and, therefore, 
it is not an umreascnable view to take that 
the clergymen with smaller stipends are, in a 
sense, contributing to the superannuation 
scheme. 7 

If the Church of Ireland desires to make 
the financial position easier for clergymen to 
obtain an ea-lier retirement, there is only one 
way to do it, and that is to provide the 
money. 

The Representative Church Body would be 
failing in its gratitude if it did not express 
to the Synod its indebtedness to the Com- 
mittee, and particularly to the Rev. 
Chanctilor Leslie, ‘its hard-working and 
efficient Honorary Secretary, for the very 
valuable work which they are carrying out 
on behalf of the Church. ; 


THE LIBRARY 


For the same reason that it was decided 
to publish the report of the Ecclesiastical 
Records Committee, it was also decided to 
publish the report of the Library Committee, 
and to invite the members of the Synod and 
their friends to help in the building up of 
the library by gifts of books which they may 
think would be suitable. Should anybody 
have books which they think may be of use, 
we would ask them to communicate with the 
Librarian, giving the names of such books, 
and the Committee will decide whether or not 
they should be accepted. Obviously . the 
Committee cannot ‘undertake to accept. all 
books offered: the storage capacity in 52 St. 
Stephen 's Green is very limited, but they 
will gladly examine any books that are sent, 
and if the books are declined I hope the 
donor will understand that they will only be 
declined because they do not fit in with the 
programme laid down, of books suitable for 
our purposes.

PRESENT AT A DAIL DEBATE 


Sir Alexander Herdman, a former Judge 
of the High Court of New Zealand, is at 
present in Dublin, where he is the guest of 
the Right Hon. Andrew Jameson at Port- 
ftenack. He was in Leinster House yester: 
day afternoon, where he spent some tine 
listening to the debate in the Dail on the 
estimate for anemployment insurance and un- 
employment assistance. With Mr. Jameson, 
he occupied a seat in the Distinguished 
Strangers’ Gallery. 

Sir Alexander told an /rish Times repre- 
sentative that he had greatly enjoyed his 
visit, particularly his two days at the 
Punchestown Races. He takes a keen interest 
in horses, and remarked that New Zealand 
also had good flat racing bloodstock, but he 
admitted that they had nothing like the 
jumpers to be found in Ireland. He would 
like to see some [rish stock brought into New 
Zealand with the object of improving the 
hunter breed. 

New Zealand, he said, had a population of 
only about half that of the Free State, and 
they had no cities so large as Dublin, 
Auckland, the largest, had only about one- 
ee of Dublin’s population. Many of 
theff people came from Ireland, or were 
descended from Irish stock. His own family 
originally came from Scotland. 

ir Alexander was formerly a member of 
the New Zealand Parliament. A lawyer by 
profession, he was subsequently appointed to 
a judgeship of the High Court, from which 
he retired on pension some years ago.

To Arms! | 


Dublin is not the only community whose 
plans of slum-clearance and re-housing 
meet with obstacles. A meeting of local 
authorities from the counties of Lan- 
cashire and Cheshire, in England, has 
been forced to complain of many difficul- 
ties. chief among which is the rising 
price of building materials. It may be 
worth while to quote the words of Sir 
Miles Mitchell, chairman of the Man- 
chester Corporation. Housing Committee, 
at the opening of the meeting: 


“ We realised that we were starting 
upon one of the most contentious cam- 
paigns which could be begun im this 
country. We were going to touch all 
sorts of interests We were going to 
uproot people from places where they 
had lived for many years.... We 
realised that we were tackling a problem 
full of difficulties,”’ 


Tt was a fine ambition. Manchester's 
slum problem may not be so great as 
Dnblin’s, in proportion to the population, 
but it is, nevertheless, very large; for 
her rate of industrialisation has been 
rapid, and indastrialisation breeds diffi- 
culties, if not for the present, at any 
rate for future generations. The problem 
has been tackled with enthusiasm, so 
that Sir Miles Mitchell can say 


‘While we have not attained yet full 
auecess, we have done a great” deal— 
more than the critics said would be pos- 
sible; perhaps, not quite so much as the 
most optimistic of us thovght we raight 
realise.”’ 


The whole\tone of the speech, however, 
breathes deadlock. Sir Miles Mitchell 
and his Corporation are full of spirit, but 
they have an uneasy feeling that circum- 
stances are proving, or are likely to 
A further 
quotation from his speech will betray the 
seriousness of the present situation across 
the Channel: 


prove, too much for them. 


‘We are faced in this country, and 
at the present time, with enormous pre- 
parations on the expenditure to avoid 
war.... It has this result—that it 
is pulling up the prices constantly of 
house-building. It has another effect, 
too, that it is taking away from house- 
building men—craftsmen, bricklayers, 
plasterers, joiners, all the rest of them— 
into this provision of the defence pro- 
gramme.’”’ 


A similar, but more serious, condition | 


of affairs exists here in the Free State. 
Just as the skilled and inskilled work- 
men of the district around Manthester 
are being attracted by the promise of 
higher pay and mere secure employment 


to seek jobs with the armament firms. so | 


the workmen of Ireland are being lured 
from our shores across the Channel. We 
cannot blame them. Wages in the arma- 
ment trade, and in allied industries, are 
high, and the conditions of labour are 
good while they last. Nevertheless, it is 
a terrible thing. from the national point 
of view, that men who might be build- 
ing houses for the permanent enrichment 
and improvement of the community should 
be crossing the water to sell their skill 
to the Undershafts of Great Britain. Most 
frishmen who are not blinded by political 
bias towards one side or the other agree 
that the first requisite of this country is 
decent accommodation for the poor. In 
order to procure this accommodation 
certain conditions must be fulfilled. 
Monéy must be obtained; sites for new 
houses must be available; materials must 
be abundant and comparatively cheap, 
and there must bé no shortage of labour, 
both skilled and unskilled, 'The money 
that is necessary for housing, as we be- 
lieve, can be obtained without any great 
difficulty. There will be any amount of 
sites as soon as a sensible adjustment 
of the urban, suburban and rural 
boundaries aesults from the report of the 
Greater Dublin Tribunal. The remaining 
difficulties will be, in the first place, a 
shortage of materials and a shortage of 
labour. Frankly, we see no immediate 
means of escape from the shortage of 
materials. Even after five years of in- 
tensive development of national resources 
the Free State remains dependent upon 
Great Britain tor the huge bulk of her 
building supplies, and the British pro- 
ducers to-day are concentrating upon the 
fulfilment of their armaments contracts. 
The needs of housing must take second 
place. 

The shortage of labour is more dangerous 
to Dublin’s hopes of a successful “ cath- 
paign’’ of slum clearance. There are not 
so ‘many skilled workers in this island 
that it can afford to dispense with any 
of them, and the rival claims of the 
“ dole”? have diverted quite a number of 


unskilled workers from the field. of real: 


employment, It is a tragedy of tragedies 
that, just at the moment when England’s 
re-armament programme provides an 
almost irresistible allurement to labour 
from every part of these islands, the 
city of Dublin should be afflicted with a 
stoppage that automatically encourages 
emigration. We do not know for certain 
the number of Irish workers who have left 
for Great Britain within the last fort- 
night, but all evidence suggests that it 
cannot be small. Mr. de Valera’s Govern. 
ment appears to be helpless to prevent this 
exodus, and we mist admit that nothing 
short of an absolute embargo on emigra- 
tion could put a stop to it, so long as 
the present strike is permitted to continue. 


“The one thing that would end it is the 


cessation of the strike and some assurance 
of peace in the industry for a reasonable 
time to come. The layman is still in the 
dark, concerning the precise iss .es which 
divide employer and employed—but he is 


convinced, in. the first place, that the. 


differences between them could be bridged 
by the exercise of a little common-sense 
and good-will, and, in the second place, 
that no differences are of sufficient im- 
portance to justify an indefinite postpone- 
ment of the housing campaign. It is bad 
‘enough that a temporary stoppage should 
be imposed upon the campaign, but it is 
graver still that it should lead to such an 
emigration of labourers as will delay its 


Loompletion for a very long period, Does 


8, Ma Labour Party approve of this exodus | 
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labour ‘with equanimity? Is the Govern. 
ment Party ready to admit so cruel a 
commentary upon its programme of self- 
sufficiency and national advancement? 
Surely a decent, human settlement can 
be reached before Irish laxity shall have 
succumbed finally to the lure of the British 
manufacturers of arms. 


Anti-Trust Laws 


A speaker at the annual meeting of the 
National Industrial Conference Board in 
Washington declared that the United 
States had “a Labour Government, a 
Labour Congress and’ a “Labour Ad. 
ministration,’’* This is a novel inter. 
pretation of United States conditions 
since President Roosevelt was first elected 
a little over four years ago. According to 
the pgesident of the Washington meeting. 
Mr. Virgil Jordan, what has happened 
leaders of industry and commerce could 
either co-operate or be liquidated. Point 
is given to these statements by the ontline 
given by the President, before he left on 
Wednesday for a fortnight’s holiday, of 
the new forms of industrial control. The 
outline is yet shadowy, but it is, never 
theless, sufficiently firm to indicate both 
legislative and judicial action in the 
immediate future. What the President 
apparently has in mind, for the moment, 
is the appointment of a committee to 
study the operation of the Anti Trust 
Laws. In a letter to his Attorney-General 
Mr. Homer Cummings, President Roosevelt 
says that his immediate objective. is a 
study of the Anti-Trust Laws, “ their 
enforcement, and the desirability of their 
amendment, extension and clarification.” 
The study is to be extended, significantly 
enough, into the wider area, where anti- 
monopolistic policies are related to such 
subjects as patents, taxation, commerce, 
manufacturing, farming and labour. This 
investigation will extend to all aspects 
and phases of American industrial activity, 
and the prospect of what may lie behind 
has had a depressing effect upon Wall 
street, In a letter to the Vice-President, 
Mr. Garner, Mr. Roosevelt suggests that 
Congress should authorise a survey by the 
Federal Trade Commission of the whole 
retail price structure, with 
reference to “the present hazard of 
undue advances.’’ From all this it would 
eem that the President has been em- 
boldened by his victory on the Wagner 
Act to press forward with his wider and 
larger schemes for the control of finance, 
In his letter to 


special 


industry and commerce. 
the Attorney-General there are passages 
which indicate the special importance 
which the President attaches to the 
interpretation and amendment of the 
Anti-Trust legislation. These laws, he 
says, have been “ subject to Court inter- 
pretation which from time to time have 
limited their application, modified their 
meaning, and imposed upon the Govern.

MR. CHAMBERLAIN’ S 
DETERMINATION

THURSDAY NIGHT. 


HE Chancellor of the Exchequer told 
the House of ~ommons this after- 
noon that he hoped that the Finance bill 
would be available. by May 24, when 
Parliament will reassemble after the 
Coronation. He also said that he would 
lose no time in formulating his national: 
defence propesals, but he would not like 
to pledge himself to any particular date. 
I understand that Mr. Chamberlain has 


‘no intention whatever of receding from his 


profits tax proposals, and that “he is not 
influenced by the present financial situa- 
tion on the Stock Exchange. He will 
persevere with his plans, even when he 
hands cver the Chancellorship té another 
Minister. 


Excitement on the Stock Exchange 


The Stock Exchange situation is giving 
rise to great concern in many circles, and 
the wide. fluctuations which are now 
taking place give a false impression of the 
real position. “and have an influence on the 
general business of the country which 18 
quite «disproportionate. It is stated to- 
day that one of the contributory factors 
towards the market depression is selling 
by fixed trusts. Pdssibly the experience 
of some of the trusts is different from 
that of others, but brokers who were con- 
cerned with considerable buying admitted 
yesterday that they had been sellers. In 
the course of the last day or two some of 
the tnanagement companies have bec 
endeavouring to dispose of blocks of the 
underlying securities in oraz to raise the 
funds required for the repayment of sub- 
unit holders who have decided to sell ou! 
The Evening Standard says that it is 
estimated that the fixed and flexible trusts 
control between sixty and seventy millions 
of public securities. Any attempt io 
realise even a fraction of this amount wit! 
markets in their present tender condition 
will accentuate the prevailing weakness 
and delay the hoped- for, recovery The 
slide in prices continued “to-day, and un 
certainty was acute in all directions. 
Considerable anxiety is now felt about the 
settlement next week, as it is known that 
many speculators were very hard-pressed 
at the last settlement. To-day stock 
jobbers were quoting wider and lower 
prices all round, but late in the afternoon 
there was a recovéry, and some exciting 
scenes were witnessed outside the Stock 
Exchange. 


Cabinet Changes 


Sir John Simon is to become Chancellor 
of the Exchequer when Mr. Neville 
(Chamberlain is Prime Minister, and in 
Patliamentary circies it is thought that 
Sir Kingsley Wood will go to the Home 
Office, but there are other candidates for 
the post in Lord Stanley and Mr. Oliver 
Stanley, sons of the Earl of Derby. Of the 
two Mr. Oliver Stanley is the more likely 
choice, as he has already been in the 
Cabinet as President of the Board of 
Education, while Lord Stanley is but a 
junior Minister as Financial Secretary to 
the Admiralty. Both are capable adminis- 
trators and good speakers, and either 
would be welcome to the House of 
Commons. 


Rules for the Public

contemplated for some of the: Government 
stands are maintained, it is not unlikely 
that there will be empty seats. Male 
spectators who have been found places in 
the neighbourhood of Buckincham Palace 
will not be allowed to occupy them vuless 
they are wearing frock or tail coats. These 
garments nowadays are worn only by 
people who have to carry’ out official en 
gagements, and though many men do 
possess tail coats, it is probable that ranvy 
more do not. At the same time, a tail 
coat is not exactly the most comfortable 
garment to wear during a seven hours’ 
occupancy of a public stand.

DRAMATIC RACE AGAINST |

In a dramatic race against time the 
House of Representatives last night 
passed, in under an hour, the compromise 
Neutrality Bill, which is to replace the 
temporary statute expiring this week. 
The Senate also is expected to pass the 
bill, says a Reuter Washington telegram. 

In its final form the bill is the result of 
a series of conferences between leaders of 
both Houses, during which the Senate 
yielded on the much-discussed '“' cash and 
carry ” clause, and agreed to grant the 
President a wide discretion in proclaim- 
ing a list of goods subject to embargo. 

When the bill has passed the Senate it 
will be flown 1,000 miles to the Gulf of 
Mexico, where President Roosevelt is on 
a fishing trip on board a destroyer. 

The President must sign it before mid- 
night to-morrow to avoid any gap between 
the expiration of the old legislation and 
the introduction of the new. If such a 
gap occurred it would be legal to export 
arms and grant financial help to one or 
ether of the factions in Spain. 


GLIDER MADE BY 
VOLUNTEERS

TO TAKE THE AIR AT 
BALDONNEL 


The first glider constructed by the mem- 


‘bers of the North Dublin Volunteer Sluagh 


Gliding Club will be launched by Mr. 
Frank Aiken, T.D., Minister for Defence, 
at Baldonnel Aerodrome to-morrow after- 
noon. 

The glider, which is the third giider to 
be constructed under the aegis of the Army, 
was built entirely by members of the Volun- 
teer Force, under the direction of an officer 
and a technician of the Army Air Corps, 
and is of the “* Dickson Primary Glider ”’ 
design. It has a wing span of thirty-four 
feet. a total tength of seventeen feet three 
inches, its landing speed is 22 m.p.h., and 
its gliding angle is approximately 1/11. 

Machines of this primary type are used 
to teach beginners to fly, and as its de- 
is the first machine a 
beginner uses.. It accustoms him to being 
supported by the air, and helps to develop 
thar “ir sence” so necessary for more 
advanced machines. 

This machine has no cocknit. The pilot 
sits in a seat in the front, the machine 1s 
catapnited.into the air by means of an 
elastic rope, and the pilot operates the 
controls, which are exactly the same ns 
those on a power “plane. Gliders of this 


' type have a limited range and short flight 


duration unless under certain conditions.

A report from the Waterworks Com- 
mittee, which will be considered at next 
Monday’s meeting of the Dublin Corpora- 
tion, states that plans and surveys in con- 
nection with the proposed hydro-electric 
scheme at Poulaphouca, County Wicklow, 
have gone far enough to allow the Corpora- 
tion to ask the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment for permission to raise the necessary 
loan. 

The Committee has been advised that on 
account of the colour of the water it 
should be treated chemically and sterilised 
by chlorination, the cost of which is esti- 
mated at slightly more than a oe 
per thousand gallons. Treatment wit 
activated charcoal, at a cost of .215 pence 
per 1,000 gallons, may be found necessary 
when the reservoir Is in use, : 
The report states that the City Engineer 
estimates the cost of the works outlined 
at £896,000, which includes £123,508 as a 
provision for contingencies which may 
arise. 

The work will, the report states, be 
divided into a number of separate con- 
tracts, the first of which it is hoped to 
begin by August or September next. It is 
hoped to complete all the work outlined 
by 1940.

HE MINISTER FOR INDUSTRY AND 
T COMMERCE oi Lemass), moving a 

vote of £652,280 in the Dail yesterday 
to cou.plete the sum necessary for the salaries 
and expenses in connection with unemploy- 
ment assistance and unemployment insurance,’ 
said that only under two sub-heads was there 
any considerable change. The contribution to 
the Unemployment Fund, which varied with 
the sale of unemployment insurance stamps, 
was increased. by £15,000. Under: the sub- 
head Unemployment Assistance there was a 
decrease in the amount required of £379,000. 
It was estimated that the expenditure on un- 
employment assistance would be less by that 
amount than the sum provided last year. 
Widespread schemes. of. employment would 
be continued during the year, and would, it 
was anticipated, absorb large numbers of 
persons, many/of whom might otherwise be 
recipients of unemployment assistance. The 
cost wo met wholly or partly from the 
Central Fund. The number of recipients cf 
unemployment assistance was tending to de- 
crease, and that was likely to continue during 
the coming year. The number of ‘persons in 
insurable employment during the year had 
increased by 11,780, and the contributions 
income of the fund also had increased. 

e weekly average of persons in insur- 
able occupations during the year was 241,000, 
an increase of 16,000 on the previous year, 
and an increase of 53,000 on the financial 
year 1931-32. i 

Referring to employment in agriculture, he 
said that the number of males employed in 
June, 1936, showed an increase of 4,708 over 
the corresponding figure for 1931. ‘There 
was an increase in all of the three classes for 
which figures were compiled. 

The total average decrease in unemploy- 
ment in the Saorstat in the past. year was 
17.9 per ceut. 

The estimated loss of population from the 
middle of 1935 to the middle of 1936 was 
8,186.

These 
methods often afford excellent results, and 
have favourably impressed: large numbers 
of unprejudiced observers. Are thev the 


methods best suited to the needs of 
Englishmen? In other words, has the 


voluntary system come at last to the term 
of its usefulness. The report of the 
Voluntary Hospitals Commission, of 
which Lord Sankey was Chairman, pro- 
vides considered answers to these questions, 
and offers the broad conclusion that in this

HUGE CONGREGATION AT 
CITY SERVICE

C'ma E. W. C. HAYES, son of the 


Irish foundress of the Mothers’ Union, 

read the Lesson yesterday before a 
crowded congregation in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, Dublin, when a ‘‘Service of 
Thanksgiving and Intercession " was held in 
connection with the golden jubilee of the 
Mothers’ Union in Ireland. | 

The Cathedral was filled to the. doors with 
members of the Union, who had assembled 
from every parish in Ireland. Three bishops 
and about 5 clergy were present, each Irish 
diocese being represented by three clergy. 

The bishops present were:—The Most Rev. 
the Bishop o . who preached the 
sermon; the Right Rev, the Bishop of 
Killaloe, and the Right Rev. the Bishop of 
Tuam, 

So full was the Cathédral that, although 
the Service was short, taking little more than 
an hour’s time, many women who had 
travelled long distances—there were two 
special trains from Belfast alone—were much 
affected by the crowding. A St. . John 
Ambulance nurse had to attend to half a 
dozen, and many others were glad to receive 
cups of water she dispensed at the principa! 
entrance, 


COMMEMORATION 


The Dean of St. Patrick’s conducted the 
Service, and in the course of it read the 
following words :—‘‘According to our bounden 
duty let us thankfully commemorate before 
Almighty God, our pious foundress, Mary 
Elizabeth Sumner and Annabella Hayes, who 
introduced the Mothers’ Union into Ireland, 
and all other our benefactors, by whose gifts of 
rayer, of service and of substance the 
Mothers’ Union has hen enabled to carry on 
in Ireland for fifty years past a great and 
blessed work in the upholding of the noblest 
ideals of Christian marriage, motherhood and 
family life.”’ : 

"The Most Rev. Dr. Orr, in the course of 
his sermon, said that he wanted to say a word 
of encouragement to every member of the 
Mothers’ Union. They were not there that 
day to hear a sermon, but to render hearty 
thanks to Almighty God for all that He had 
enabled the Mothers’ Union to do in this 
beloved land of ours in the last fifty years. 
They could thank God that the Mothers’ 
Union had been able to do work that was 
second to that of no other organisation. He 
desired to bid them hearty welcome to this 
national Cathedral to which they had come, 
some from the North, some from the distant 
South and some from the far-off West. God 
grant that the Service there might inspire 
them to go forward in their great work with 
renewed courage and enthusiasm. Their 
history for the past fifty years would surely 
be an inspiration to those who came after 
them.

“THE FOUNDRESS 


That day they commemorated Mary Eliza- 
beth Sumner, who in an English village parish 
in 1876 had begun the Mothers’ Union, and 
then in their own land Annabella Hayes, who 
had passed away at Raheny, in the -neigh- 
bourhood of Dublin. He thought that there 
had been nothing finer in the Christian 
Church, in their own Anglican Communion, 
than the history of the Mothers’ Union, 
which had now branches in almost every part 
of the Empire. ;

That meant self-discipline and _ self-sacrifice, 
and meant that their characters were 
strengthened and their outlook enlarged. It 
was so that they began to feel they owed a 
duty to posterity, and that children wére the 
greatest blessing to them. : 

The Mother’s Union stood for the sanctity 
of the home and the efficacy of prayer. There 
were many sad powers at work to-day that 
would disintegrate their homes, therefore, 
they should be on their guard. They heard 
of the number of cases of divorce which took 
place every day around them, but no power 
on earth had the right to separate those whom 
God had made one by the holy sacramental 
bond of Matrimony. No power on earth 
could break that relation, Mothers had a 
tremendous influence on their sons and 
daughters. The Mothers’ Union was a great 
prayer union — Let them pray for their 
children, and let their children know they 


were. praying for them—they would not 
forget it, ' |

gard to coal, we were pioneering in a new 
technical field, and that we were, therefore, 
incurring all the attendant risks of such a 
step. Jt was for this reason that we were 
not willing to invest some £5,000,000 of new 
money until we had the assurance pro- 
vided by the British Hydrocarbon Oils Pro- 
duction Act, 1934, of a continuance within 
stated limits of a protection afforded to home 
production by a Customs duty on imported 
oil with no inland Excise duty. It seems 
to be thought in some quarters that this Act 
of Parliament provides the company with a 
subsidy of one and a half million pounds per 
annum, that amount being calculated by 
applying the Customs duty of £10 @ ton to our 
planned production of 150,000 tons per annum. 
Í need hardly assure you that our petrol pro- 
duction is no more subsidised by the existence 
of an import duty on petrol than the steel 
industry 1s subsidised by the existence of an 
import duty on steel ingots and castings. In 
other words, if we are to regard this enter- 
prise as subsidised 10 the extent of one and 
a half million ds a year, then I calculate 
that steel production was subsidised in 1935 
to the extent of some £30,000,000. This 
carries its own conclusion. 

Questions are also continually put in the 
House of Commons asking whether this en- 
terprise has been a commercial success, and 
implying that the company is under some 
obligation to the Government to supply de- 
tailed particulars of the financial results to 
date. There is no more warrant for this ex- 
pectation than there would be for a similar 
demand on any manufacturer of any other 
product in this country which has the pro- 
tection of a Customs duty. 


STEADY IMPROVEMENT 
IN OPERATION 


For general commercial reasons it is not 
the practice of the company to disclose the 
financial results of any patticular activity. 
All that 1 can say, therefore, in regard to 
the hydrogenation plant is that up to. date 
it has not shown results which would justify 
its description as a good commercial pro- 
position, even with the advantage of the 
existing Customs duty, and without that pro- 
tection, of course, the enterprise would be 
uneconomic. These results are explained by 
the fact that we” are in the early stage of a 
new industry, the first of its kind, not only 
in this country, but in the world;-in whic 
we have met with more difficulties than we 
anticipated. That was one of the risks we 
knew we ran. . Nevertheless, we have over- 


that throughout last year there was a steady 
improvement in the working of the plant, 
while the personnet has become thoroughly 
famuiar with the intricacies of the process. 
We are still convinced that we took a right 
decision when we embarked on this enter- 
prise, and notwithstanding the great publicity 
recently given to alternatuuve methods, we 
are satisfied that the hydrogenation system 
is the best technical and commercial process 
for the conversion, without creating by- 
products, of coal into motor spirit. More- 
over. it is developing an entirely new field of 
the chemical industry, from which we are 
already deriving ancillary benefits of con- 
siderable value. 

Visits abroad by your directors have been 
more extensive than usual. As you know, I 
believe greatly in the éxcharige of visits on 
the part of business men and industrial 
leaders. it is @nly by such personal con- 
tacts that we can appreciate each other's 
point of view, and perceive the trends of 
rapidly changing economic conditions. Our 
staff abroad is also stimula by dis- 
cussion on the spot.

As 
soon as these were completed, not only did 
imports cease, but exports, based on excessive 
domestic capacities, were forced on the world 
hile in recent years the market 
has been saved from chaos by international 
agreements, nevertheless world production 
capacity is still far in excess of the available 
market. The position does not impréve; in 
fact, we expect it gradually to get worse, as 
countries now importing establish their own 
works, Our report infotms you that sales of 
fertiliser nitrogen fr Billingham fell by 
no less than r cent, last year. That is 
mainly due to the. disappearance of a great 
part of the important Spanish market. While 
the eventual restoration of peace in Spain may 
lead tu some recovery there, the continued 
rorperitv of the iron and steel industry at 
gi may be expected to cause further in- 
creases in by-product nitrogen. A detailed 
examination of future prospects convinces us 
that the export market is more likely to 
decrease than increase over the coming years. 
In this country nitrogen prices are at pre- 
sent very low, and will not support high 
capital figures in the face of heavily reduced 
output. We have, therefore, revalued the 
whole investment in the light of a reason- 
ably conservative estimate of its prospects. 
In spite of this major change in world trade 
Billingham is still one of the largest indus- 
trial works in the country, employing more 
men than any other single factory of the 
company.
